The meeting wag called to order with Mayor Pro-Tem Drake presiding.

Councilman Johnson moved that since coples of the minutes of the last
meeting of the City Council have been furnished Council members by the City
Clerk, the reading of the minutes be dispensed with and that the minutes be
adopted as read in the Clerk's report. Upon being duly seconded by Councilman
Long, the motion was unanimously adopted by the Council and the minutes so ap-
proved;

MISS JOYCE RYDBERG, MISS MARGARET JO PILAND, and DELANO WOMACEK, mem-
bers of the Austin Youth Organization, appeared before the Council submitting
their program for summer esctivities at the Hancock Center, MISS JOYCE RYDBERG
extended an invitation to the Council to attend their formal dance Saturday,
June 10th, 1950, and other dances throughout the season,

GEORGE BUNTON, 2413 Bryan Street, asked that the street in front of
his property be fixed, as it had been torn up and never put back in order. He
asked also that the dirt that had been removed, exposing his water plpes, be
replaced. This request was referred to the City Manager to check with the En-
gineering Department. MR, BUNTON also asked that a light be installed on that
street. This request was referred to the City Manager to check into.

Councilman Long offered the following resolution and moved its adoption)

WHEREAS, Southern Union Gas Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains in
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the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and sald meps or plans have
been considered by the City Council; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the same is hereby permitted to
lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) 4 gas main in STRASS DRIVE, from a point 20 feet north
of West L9th Street northerly 200 feet, the centerline of which
gas main shall be 74 feet west of and parallel to the east property
line of sald Stirass Drive,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less:
than 2% feet,

(2) A gas main in HARRIET COURT, from Woodrow Avenue
easterly 207 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 73
feet south of and parallel to the north property line of said
Harriet Court,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 24 feet.

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite informetion upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of theilr assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three %3) days before such
information i8 required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put upon
notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement
of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in
this resolution,

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mast be used st intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches,

THA? the work of laying of seid gas meins, including the excavation in
the streets, and the restoration end maintenance of said streets after the mains
have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the City Maneger,
and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certaln franchises grented
to said company by the City of Ausiin,

MR, CHARLES SANDAHL spoke in opposition to any plan teking delivery
trucks off the Avemie after 10:00 A M, He asked that some study be made and
suggested the appointment of a Traffic Committee to help work out traffic prob-
leme, and suggested that traffic lights be synchronized. It was explained this
discussion was a general discussion covering fraffic in general, and the truck
delivery matter was a suggestlon growing out of the discourse, and no conclusionﬂ
or recommendations had been made, To improve the traffic light system would
take $25;000 which was not at this time aveilable. A revision of the system
had been studied and planned; and &t such time the money is available, changes
will be made,

The City Manager submitted the following fecqmmendatioﬁ:

"Phe City Government of Austin has expanded rapidly during the past ten
years to keep up with the demends of a fast growing population. A 70%;increase
in city employees, labor shortage during the war, and the rising costs of living
have contributed to inequities in our existing wages and salaries, The absence
of a fomalized wage structure mekes it impossible to correct these inequities or
to prevent future ones from occuring. ,

"If we are t0 develop an effective personnel program, it is essential
that we have sound wage and salary administration; Such administration is do-
pendent upon the esteblishment and meintenance of proper relationships between
the rates paid for all city jobs, Job evaluation is the most acceptable present
day method of determining wage relationships.

iPpus 'like pay for like'work! is perhaps the foremost objective of
job evaluation. Bowever, there are other objectives\which we have in mind and.
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believe we will accomplish with such a project. These include

1. To reduce the number of grievances resulting from &
maled jus ted wage structure

2, To provide accurate job data for use in --

(a) BRecruiting, testing and placing new employees effectively
(b) Reniring old employees after lay off or leave of absence
(¢) Utilizing skills of current employees effectively

(4) Conserving skills through & revamping of jobs

(¢) Delineating lines of promotion and authority

(f) Developing training programs

{(g) Improving working conditions

(h) Revealing opportunities for technological improvement

3. To eliminate undue stress on seniority where seniority alone
does not qualify an employee for a particular job.

4, To assist the City Administration in maintaining a wage policy
of elther high, average, or low wages in the o mmunity.

"The pitfalls of systematic evaluation of jobs are many and the profes-
gional advice of a firm specializing in this field is needed to avoid unneces-
gary trial and error., Six firms with reputations for outstanding work in Job
evalustion were contacted and interviewed by & committee composed of the Admin-
istrative Assistant to the City Menager, Finance Diredtor, Personnel Director.
AssEtant Personnel Director, and the writer. The representative of each firm
gave an ors) presentation of how his compsay would perform the work., Written
proposals were later submitted. A tabulatior of these proposals is attached in
the appendix. Contacts were made with organizations for whom the professional
firms had developed Job evaluations to dbtain appraisals of the work performed,
The committee also visited two companies that have formal job evaluation program
to determine the thinking of the menagements for the value of such plans, They
were enthusiastic in their praise and gave the committee much valuable informa-
tion on what should be done and what should be avoided,

"These compsnies stressed the use of a professional consulting firm
that possesses high preetige in the field of Job evaluation and observes the pol;
icy of utilizing to & maximum degree the employees of the organization that
engages their services, We know the value of our personnel participating in e
project to improve our city's services. We are presently following this plan of
consultation wherein the firm of Burns and McDonnell is providing us with much
valuable help but the thinking of our supervisors and department heads is utilizgd
in the final product. Only of active participation of ocur city employees in de-
veloping the job evaluation can we be assured of a plan which will be custom
made for our particular needs and at the same time, provide responsible city per
gonnel with the knowledge necessary to insure the intelligent use md maintenanc
of the plan. The plem cannot remain static but must be flexible to reflect
chenging relationships and to allow for the new jobs that will e crested in a
growing organization. Employee understanding is essential before we can expect
acceptance of the plan and such acceptance can be achieved only through our par-
ticipation in its development.
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"Another important factor in gaining this acceptance is geeing that
every person understands that his wage or salary will not be reduced through
the evaluation of his Job. If his salary is too high according to the final
evaluation, efforts will be made to promote him, if he is qualified, to a job
paying the compensation in line with his current rate. If he is not qualified
for a higher paying job, his rate will not be changed as long as he is in his
present position. Likewise, an employee below the minimum rate of the approved

wage and salary plan will receive the stipulated increase,

“No informed person believes that job evaluation will eliminate completdly
the strife and conflict caused by basic wage demands. However, organizations
whose wage and salary structure is based upon sound job evaluation procedures
have the facts and methods for dealing fairly with wage grievances which arise.
Thus the conflict in the cases of individual employees is reduced. Such a de-
crease in friction tends to promote more stable working relationships between
the city administration and its employees, and gives the taxpayer more service
for his tax dollar,

"After careful investigation, study, and discussion, it is the unanimouJ
opinion of the Commitiee that the firm of Management Service, located in Houston,
offers the type of professional service needed by the City of Austin to develop 4
sound wage and salary plan,
